‘UNITED IN ANGER’

RESIDENTS are united in their 
fight against what they see as a 
backland development. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Council for a 2.3 acre site be¬ 
tween Chessington Road and the 
Headway, in Ewell, for eight new 
homes. The plan is to demolish 
two existing properties on the site 
and build the new houses in their 
place. 

Campaigners fear this applica¬ 


tion will be the first to challenge 
Epsom and Ewell’s policy to pre¬ 
vent backland development. 

Chessington Road resident and 
former town mayor Brian Angus 
has been vocal in his opposition to 
the proposed development. 

He said: “We find their experts’ 
reports riddled with inaccuracies 
and inconsistencies. 

“The design will impose addi¬ 
tional loadings on to the existing 
drainage infrastructure which 
may lead to local flooding both in 
rainwater and foul water.” 

Mr Angus fears that if approved 
the development will add to the 
traffic congestion on the busy 


Chessington Road. 

He added: “The allowance of 
this blot on our landscape would 
severely negatively impact all in 
the vacinity, degrade our quality 
of life and encourage increased 
future erosion of the green areas 
that make this village so attractive 
and loved by us all.” 

In recent years several backland 
development proposals have been 
submitted to the council. 

Campaigners from about 50 
households in or near Links 
Road, Epsom, have vowed to fight 
an application for four houses to 
be built on a clearing in the cen¬ 
tre of a residential area. And in 


Ewell, a developer successfully 
won the right to build four hous¬ 
es on land at the back of Oakdale 
Road after appealing the decision 
of councillors who rejected the 
plans. 

One resident, who declined to be 
named, said: “The final result was 
such a blow to all our efforts. 

“We have a democratically elect¬ 
ed council and yet a developer can 
go to someone who has not been 
elected by us and get that decision 
overturned.” 

No one from Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Council was available for 
comment at the time of going to 
press.

Councils to make tough calls after £2bn cuts

HARD-PRESSED local authorities 
throughout London are facing a mas¬ 
sive £2bn budgetary black hole as a 
result of continuing cuts to council 
funding, according to a new report. 

As part of its submission ahead of 
this year’s Autumn Statement, Lon¬ 
don Councils, which represents all 
32 boroughs and the City of London, 
has warned current funding levels 
are unsustainable and that boroughs 
in the capital face the biggest reduc¬ 
tion in “core spending power” of all 


regions. 

Some boroughs are already 
spending more than 70 per cent of 
their budgets on social care, and 
larger than average population 
growth across all age groups is set 
to place noticeably bigger demands 
on them to deliver children’s ser¬ 
vices and school places, as well as 
health and social care for the el¬ 
derly and those with physical and 
learning disabilities. 

Earlier this week, Bexley Coun¬ 
cil warned of another £5m in cuts 
on top of the £6m it has already 
saved. 

The authority is already looking 
at plans to merge adoption servic¬ 


es with Kent and Medway as the 
spending squeeze continues. 

However, unless more savings 
are found the council faces a £15m 
funding gap by 2017-18 which will 
rise to £32m by 2021-2022 unless ur¬ 
gent action is taken. 

In Croydon, plans to hand over 
adult education services to the pri¬ 
vate sector have been put on hold 
after council officials realised the 
move would lead to a more than 
half a million pound budget short¬ 
fall. 

And Harrow Council, which will 
have £83m less to spend in 2018 
compared to 2014, is planning to 
scrap smoking cessation services 


as part of its savings plan next year. 

Cllr Claire Kober, chairwoman 
of London Councils, said: “The 
current four-year funding settle¬ 
ment for London does not take into 
account large levels of population 
growth - meaning it’s even tougher 
on boroughs than it first appears. 

“Even with the assumption that 
all boroughs will raise council tax, 
which is unlikely, the scale of these 
funding cuts coupled with inflation 
and a rise in demand for servic¬ 
es means London will be facing a 
funding gap of £2bn in 2020. 

“Local government must be giv¬ 
en the tools to meet rising demand 
for services and it is vital that sta¬ 


ble and sustainable funding models 
are put in place to allow our city 
to grow enough to meet these de¬ 
mands. We hope to see something 
which will reflect this in the Au¬ 
tumn Statement. 

“With boroughs already spend¬ 
ing huge chunks of their budget 
on social care, it is clear many will 
be unable to continue to provide 
the public services they currently 
offer. 

“Government has a responsibili¬ 
ty to ensure local councils are not 
left to deal with these huge rising 
pressures alone with funding set¬ 
tlements which simply don’t add 
up.” 


Commuters facing more misery as latest rail strike ‘solidly supported’ 


A FRESH strike by workers on 
Southern Railway was said to be 
“solidly supported”, causing more 
travel misery for passengers. 

The Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port (RMT) union accused the com¬ 
pany of mounting a “vicious cam¬ 


paign of lies and dirty tricks” after 
it claimed conductors had defied 
previous stoppages. 

Southern said more than 27 
per cent of conductors turned 
up for work during strikes last 
week. 


The two sides are locked in a 
bitter dispute over the role of con¬ 
ductors, with a series of strikes 
planned between now and Decem- 
ber.Union members will remain on 
strike for three days this week. 

RMT general secretary Mick 


Cash said: “Despite a vicious cam¬ 
paign of company lies and dirty 
tricks, including the spreading of 
bogus numbers about staff working 
and an attempt to bribe our mem¬ 
bers with a £2,000 bounty to sell 
out on passenger safety, the strike 


action this morning remains abso¬ 
lutely solid. 

“The solution to this dispute can 
be achieved easily through a cast- 
iron guarantee of a second, safe¬ 
ty-critical member of staff on all 
current services with a guard.”

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Air concerns 
over quality

NEARLY half of London¬ 
ers fear poor air quality has 
had a negative effect on their 
health, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Asthma, breathing dif¬ 
ficulties and coughing are 
the most common problems 
linked to air pollution in the 
capital. 

The first specific air qual¬ 
ity research to find out how 
much Londoners know about 
pollution and the impact it 
has on their lives was con¬ 
ducted by London Councils. 
The organisation, which rep¬ 
resents all 32 boroughs and 
the City of London, asked 
1,000 residents to take part in 
its online research. Three out 
of four agreed that air quality 
is an issue in the capital, with 
38 per cent strongly agreeing. 

The figure rose to more 
than four out of five (80 per 
cent) among those who are 
newer to London, those who 
cycle, those who use public 
transport and those whose 
health is affected by pollution. 

Councillor Julian Bell, 
London Councils’ executive 
member for transport and 
environment, said: “This re¬ 
search is the first of its kind 
to be carried out in the capital 
and highlights the very real 
concerns many Londoners 
have about air pollution and 
its impact on their health day- 
to-day”

HIGH Street discount chain 
Poundland has stunned cus¬ 
tomers with its latest range 
of knockdown products - £1 
sex toys. 

The family store, with out¬ 
lets across south London, is 
selling the Bullet vibrator 
alongside lubricants and con¬ 
doms. 

Social media sites have 
been bombarded with com¬ 
ments following the move. 

Stunned Sasha wrote on 
Twitter: “Today I saw a “vi¬ 
brating bullet” in Poundland, 
now I really have seen it all.” 

Another Twitter user 
wrote: “Who the hell buys a 
vibrator from Poundland? 
Surely it can’t be up to much 
for a quid!” 

The Bullet was recently 
discussed on the controver¬ 
sial Channel 4 programme 
Sex Box. 

Sexologist Goedele Liekens 
compared it to “something 
that you would pay about a 
hundred pounds for.” 


Poundland first launched 
the Bullet at a selection of 
stores in August 2013, but the 
retailer has recently expand¬ 
ed its range to be stocked in 
more of its outlets. 

On its website the compa¬ 
ny boasts “amazing value on 
all your leisure and enter¬ 
tainment essentials.” 

A Poundland spokesman 


said: “Alongside the bullet 
the range also includes var¬ 
ious lubricants and three 
pack Durex and Sure 12 pack 
condoms, all at its famous £1 
price point. 

“Poundland is a responsi¬ 
ble retailer and encourages 
safe sex.” 

• Poundland is recalling a 
range of Halloween wigs hav¬ 


ing found them to fall below 
its standards. Customers are 
being advised to return them 
to their nearest store for a 
full refund. 

A spokesman said: “As a 
responsible retailer we take 
the testing and the standard 


of our products very serious¬ 
ly and remain committed to 
the highest levels of product 
quality which is why we are 
taking this precautionary 
measure. We apologise for 
any inconvenience this may 
cause.” 


Clowns no laughing matter for the police 


SCOTLAND Yard has issued a 
stark warning to anyone taking 
part in the “killer clown” craze 
that is sweeping the country. 

Commander Julian Bennett, 
of the Metropolitan Police, says 
officers are currently investigat¬ 
ing a small number of incidents 
in the capital. 

The commander, lead for the 
Met’s Autumn Nights Campaign, 
said: “Whilst we do not want to 
stop people from enjoying them¬ 
selves it is important that while 
having fun they remember to 
act in a responsible manner and 
understand that they could be 
prosecuted if a criminal offence 
is committed.” 

So-called ‘killer clowns’ have 
already been spotted in Kent and 
south-east London. 

Police are investigating an al¬ 
legation of affray after a Hither 
Green mum said her 13-year-old 
daughter came home terrified 
after a knife-wielding clown 
chased her to school. The Met 
has since confirmed three of the 
‘killer clown’ incidents they are 
investigating do meet the thresh¬ 
old of a criminal offence. 

Commander Bennett said: 
“Our primary responsibility is 
identifying and investigating 
those incidents where a criminal 
offence has occurred. 

“However, antisocial behav¬ 
iour can leave people feeling 
scared, anxious and intimidated 
and I would urge those who are 
causing fear and alarm to care¬ 
fully consider the impact their 
actions have on others.” 

The ‘killer clown’ craze, which 
originated in the United States, 
involves people dressing up as 
clowns to deliberately scare un- 



be carrying out 
additional reassur¬ 
ance patrols.” 

The Hither Green 
schoolgirl was al¬ 
legedly chased by an 
individual wearing a 
clown mask and wig. 
Police say the suspect 
was carrying a small 
penknife.

‘Short pause’ before decisive 
decision made on new runway 

Dudley said: “It really is 
an increasingly unaccept¬ 
able level of public distur¬ 
bance, and an expansion of 
it would just exacerbate 
what’s already a very difficult 
situation.” 

Last year the £20m Davies 
Commission - set up to ad¬ 
vise the Government - backed 
Heathrow as the best option. 
Five local councils have vowed 
to take legal action if the 
Heathrow bid wins. 

Sadiq Khan, the Mayor of 
London, has publicly backed 
Gatwick and said: “Gatwick 
has put together a formidable 
plan that is a fantastic display 
of their confidence in Lon¬ 
don.” 

Mr Khan’s former rival for 
the mayoralty, MP Zac Gold¬ 
smith, has previously said 
he would resign as an MP if 
Heathrow, which is close to his 
Richmond constituency, was 
chosen. 

It is rumoured Transport 
Secretary Chris Grayling 
will announce the Gov¬ 
ernment’s decision in the 
House of Commons next 
Tuesday.

THERESA May has an¬ 
nounced a “short pause” on 
whether to give the go-ahead 
so Cabinet ministers can ex¬ 
press their views. 

However, sources in White¬ 
hall have confirmed Heath¬ 
row expansion is very much 
the likely final result. 

The Cabinet discussed the 
issue on Tuesday but no final 
decision is expected as yet. 
The final nod will come from 
the Economic Affairs (Trans¬ 
port) sub-committee, chaired 
by Mrs May. Rival spokesmen 
from each side have been ex¬ 
changing blows in the run-up 
to the announcement. 

Heathrow’s chief exec¬ 
utive John Holland-Kaye 
branded Gatwick’s proposal 
“second best”, while Steven 
Wingate from the Gatwick 
camp said a new runway at 
Heathrow would cost Lon¬ 
doners billions of pounds in 
infrastructure upgrades. 

The west London air-

port’s proposal would take 
longer to build cost almost 
twice as much, analysts 
say. 

But supporters insist it is 
the only viable option to cre¬ 
ate a successful hub airport. 

Opponents of a third run¬ 
way at Heathrow claim it will 
increase pollution and noise 
and put a strain on local ser¬ 
vices. 

Windsor and Maidenhead 
Council, which encompasses 
Theresa May’s Maidenhead 
constituency, has pledged to 
spend £50,000 on a judicial re¬ 
view if plans to build a third 
runway are given the green 
light.

Focus on police ready 
to use body cameras

A MASS rollout of body-worn 
cameras to more than 22,000 Met 
Police officers begins this week. 

The deployment, described 
as the largest of its kind by po¬ 
lice anywhere in the world, fol¬ 
lows trials that began in 2014 in 
10 boroughs including Bexley, 
Bromley, Croydon and Lewish¬ 
am. 

Over coming months, the 
cameras will be issued to all 32 
London and other frontline spe¬ 
cialist roles, including overt fire¬ 
arms officers. 

The Met said the cameras 
have already shown they can 
help bring about speedier jus¬ 
tice for victims, and have been 
particularly successful in do¬ 
mestic abuse cases where there 
has been an increase in earlier 
guilty pleas from offenders who 
know their actions have been re¬ 
corded. 

Scotland Yard said: “The tech¬ 
nology offers greater transpar¬ 
ency for those in front of the 
camera as well as behind it. 

“Londoners can feel reassured 
during their interactions with 
the police, whilst allowing us to 
demonstrate the professional¬ 
ism of our officers in the many 
challenging and contentious 


interactions, such as the use of 
stop and search.” 

The cameras will be attached 
to the officer’s uniform and will 
not be permanently recording. 

Police said members of the 
public will be told as soon as 
practical they are being record¬ 
ed, and when the camera is re¬ 
cording it is highly visible - no¬ 
table by a flashing red circle in 
the centre of the camera and a 
frequent beeping noise when the 
camera is activated. 

Met Commissioner Sir Ber¬ 
nard Hogan-Howe said: “Body 
worn video will support our of¬ 
ficers in the many challenging 


situations. What we do every 
day will be seen by the public - 
that has to be good. 

“Video captures events in a 
way that can’t be represented 
on paper in the same detail, a 
picture paints a thousand words, 
and it has been shown the mere 
presence of this type of video 
can often defuse potentially vio¬ 
lent situations without the need 
for force.” 

In November 2015, the Mayor’s 
Office for Policing and Crime 
(MOPAC), awarded a three-year 
contract worth £3.4m to Axon 
Public Safety UK Limited to sup¬ 
ply the Met with 22,000 cameras.

Get your property ready for sale 



B UYING a property can be one of the most difficult, not to mention stressful, life events that anyone can embark on. Conversely, 
making a property ready for market can also be one of the most difficult things to get right. 

Challenging issues can range from presentation and layout to location and extraneous factors such as property prices. One of the 
most important elements to get right is to make sure a property is up to scratch before people are invited to view it. 

It’s important to not only get viewers through the door, but to also keep them interested in the property and the surrounding area. 
There are several ways in which you can maximise the saleability of a property, including improving the outside space, maximising 
the location, presenting the property at its best by decluttering and by carefully ‘staging’ the property. 


OUTSIDE SPACE 

Most properties come with outside space, 
whether it’s a balcony, patio or even a garage. 
In order to persuade viewers to rent/buy the 
property, vendors should look at what the 
property has to offer and adapt the outside 
space accordingly. For example, if the 
property is a four-bedroom house, it would 
probably benefit from pulling down the garage 
and creating a larger garden so that it has 
outside space which appeals to a family. 

SHOPS AND LOCAL ATTRACTIONS 

When a property is put on the market, it 
would be useful to remember all the reasons 
it was purchased in the first place. It might be 
the close vicinity to shops and local attractions 


or it might be how easy it is to commute into 
a nearby city. It’s important to make sure the 
estate agents list any local conveniences so 
that prospective buyers or renters will be even 
more interested in the property. 

FIRST IMPRESSIONS 

This is really as simple as making sure 
the property is tidy, putting things away and 
making the living space more presentable. It’s 
useful if prospective buyers are given a clean 
canvas as it will be easier for them to see 
themselves living in the property rather than 
as simply visiting your property. 

NO LIGHTING 

Prospective buyers are sometimes reluctant 


to buy or rent a house because it’s too dark 
or dingy. 

One of the best ways to brighten up a home 
is to hang up some large mirrors and paint 
the walls neutral colours. Any natural lighting 
should be emphasised - windows should 
have blinds rather than thick curtains and any 
obstructions such as large pieces of furniture 
should be moved away from the windows. This 
will allow additional light to flow in throughout 
the day.

WHEN aliens land on earth in Denis Ville- 
neuve's thought-provoking new sci-fi movie, 
it is up to Amy Adams's linguistics professor 
to communicate with unfamiliar beings. 

And while the hawkish military people 
running the operation have the tanks ready 
and only want to know if there's a fight 
brewing, Adams' character Dr Louise Banks 
nicknames them Abbott and Costello and 
seeks to really understand them. 

It's reassuring to know that should ex¬ 
tra-terrestrials land here in real life, the five¬ 
time Oscar nominee would have similarly 
conciliatory attitude - at least her means 
of communication was to show them a film. 

Speaking to us on the red carpet at Ar¬ 
rival's UK premiere at the BFI London Film 
Festival, Adams said: "All I can think is Hello 
Dolly, like in Up when he watches that over 


and over again. That's not what I'm saying 
but that's what's going through my mind. 
I'm not sure, I would probably say some¬ 
thing uplifting, something that shows our 
spirit of hope and not of conflict. 

"I wouldn't show them Independence 
Day, put it that way." 

Sicario director Villeneuve's movie is un¬ 
usual for a sci-fi about a human encounter 
with aliens. It is tense and beautiful and 
shuns explosions in place of explorations 
of language, time, fate, family immigration 
and nationhood. 

Discussing what appealed to her about 
the project, Adams said: "The script is abso¬ 
lutely beautiful, and then Denis' take on it. 
He really wanted to tell the story of a moth¬ 
er and that was really attractive." 

The movie is also relatively atypical in 


that it is a blockbuster driven by a female 
star - one that is intellectually superior to 
her male counterparts and not weak, run¬ 
ning for her life or scantily clad. Diversity 
is a recurring theme in this year's London 
Film Festival and it is something that Adams 
takes seriously. 

She said: "It is absolutely an issue, I think 
that is why it is so much at the forefront. 

"I think the more we can hear voices 
from different races, from females, from 
males and bring those together to tell of the 
human experience - the human experience 
is not just one race and one sex - is very 
important."

REVIEW: 

ARRIVAL 

ALIEN encounters are the premise for a 
thousand and one movies and rarely do 
they end without mass destruction. 

But here Denis Villeneuve, the Ca¬ 
nadian director behind last year's criti¬ 
cal smash Sicario and trusted with the 
much-hyped upcoming Blade Runner 
sequel, has done something remarkable 
and movingly different with the genre. 

Arrival is so much more than a 
globe-hopping CGI action-fest. When 
a dozen alien craft land at sites across 
earth, the world's authorities scramble 
to work out their motives. Amy Adams 
is the grieving linguist Dr Louise Banks 
brought in to communicate with the race 
of seven-legged beings. 

The five-time Oscar nominee's quiet¬ 
ly affecting performance pulls the film 
together as she and Jeremy Renner's 
scientist Ian Donnelly look for the best 
while military bods around them seem 
determined the outcome must be con¬ 
frontation: with the aliens, with the rest 
of the world, or both. 

Adapted from Ted Chiang's Story of 
Your Life, Eric Heisserer's script throws 
up fascinating ideas about the impor¬ 
tance of language, co-operation and 
how should society react what a new civ¬ 
ilisation shows up uninvited. In a world 
where immigration is such a flashpoint 
around the world, Arrival questions the 
knee-jerk reaction and suspicion that 
says every visitor is an invader. Despite 
being about alien ships, this feels real 
and it is edge of the seat stuff as we wait 
to see how the plot will unfold - aided by 
Johan Johannsson's foreboding score - 
all the while a mournful sub-plot about 
Banks' little girl weaves sweetly in and 
out before dovetailing into a truly satisfy¬ 
ing, thought-provoking conclusion.

BACKGROUND: WHO'D have thought 
a Volvo that's more than 16ft long and 
weighs two-and-a-half tonnes would be 
capable of stretching a gallon of petrol 
more than 112 miles and reaching 62mph 
in less time than a Golf GTi? Have the 
Swedes found an endless supply of magic 
beans or something? 

Not quite. The XC90 T8 is a plug-in 
hybrid which combines a conventional 
turbocharged and supercharged 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder engine with an electric motor 
over the rear wheels for an impressive 
407bhp - more than enough to send this 
massive 4x4 down the road faster than a 
Range Rover Sport or a Porsche Cayenne. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: So what do 
you get for your money? Well there's the 
performance, of course, but what's even 
more impressive about this big beast is 
that the chassis can take muscle car levels 
of horsepower without turning itself inside 
out at the first tight bend. 

Driven sensibly, the transition between 
electric motor and petrol engine is virtually 
seamless, thanks in part to the eight- 
speed gearbox, which has a ratio for every 
occasion. Refinement in normal day-to-day 
running is excellent and things only get 
raucous when you push it to the max. 

Naturally you can run on the battery 
pack - when the XC costs literally pennies 
- and just recharge when you get home 
(there's a second filler flap just behind the 
nearside wheel arch). After a good night's 
sleep, when you can dream of all the 
environmentally sound reasons for buying 
your sixty grand SUV, the batteries will be 


fully charged and ready to do it all again. 
The XC90 can run up to 40km in this way. 
The battery itself is about half the size of 
the unit in the Nissan Leaf and you get 
about a third of the range (not surprising 
given the weight difference). 

DESIGN: Inside Volvo has really gone 
to town.The most striking feature is a 
tablet-like touch screen control console, 


which forms the heart of an all-new in-car 
control system. The screen is sited in 
portrait mode so you can see more of the 
user interface at a glance. It's virtually 
button free, which has allowed Volvo's 
designers to add more leather and wood to 
the fascia. The curious gear lever is made 
of crystal glass from Orrefors, the famous 
Swedish glassmaker, and the start stop 


isn't a plain old button but a diamond-cut 
switch. 

Digital instruments and, when 
required, a head-up display in front of the 
driver make sure that the most relevant 
information is available when needed. 

The XC90 is a big car. So big in fact that 
Volvo has fitted cameras to the front and 
back. Clever software allows the driver to 


see his vehicle as though it were viewed 
from above. This is very handy in tight 
spots. 

COST: The XC90 T8 Hybrid is the most 
expensive Volvo on sale in the UK with 
a RRP of almost £65,000. That's a lot of 
money but the T8 does its best to repay 
your investment by costing pennies if 
driven on the batteries alone.
